Ir we faithfully examine the condition 
of the people in this country, we shall 
have reason to call in many of those 
early verdicts which have been passed 
in the days gone by, and which still 
exercise a kind of sway over our 
opinions of the state of affairs. The 
early impression formed of an Eastern 
Land was that it is a superb Despotism. 
The glowing tints of the “Arabian” 


| Nights still colour popular impressions 
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‘of the Orient, and men fancy the 
Emperor of China to be a sort of 
Haroun Al Raschid. The slaves with 
scimetars, the eunuchs, the harem, all 
appear necessary adjuncts to the purely 
imaginary picture of a voluptuous and 
cruel autocrat, which Memory hangs up 
in the frame and Fancy re-touches. 

Now the truth is very far removed 
from this ideal state of things. The 
relations of the Governor and the 
governed in China are defined, and 
theoretically deserve the highest praise. 

The Emperor is by no means a despot. 
Ho is restrained from transgressing the 
limits which custom has fixed, by a 
series of rules that never vary, and by 
prescription and traditions of immemo- 
rial antiquity. Many years ago it 
was pointed out by one of the most 
learned of our sinologues, that three 
octrines and one institution had com- 
bined to give the Chinese people their 
enduring prosperity. The doctrines 
he.defined as these: 1st—That the 
nation must be governed by moral 
agency in preference to physical force. 
2nd—That tho services of the wisest and 
ablest men in the nation are indispensa- 
ble to its good government. 8rd—That 
the people have the right to depose a so- 
voreign who, either from active wicked- 
ness or vicious indolence, gives cause to 
oppressive or tyrannical rule, ‘This last 
@octrine traces its pedigree to the 
memorable saying of Mencius at the 
Court of King Seuen the Illustrious. 
‘The monarch asked about the duties of 
the chief ministers who are noble and 
relatives of the Prince. Mencius an- 
swered: “If the prince have great 
foults.they ought to remonstrate with 
him, and. if he do not listen to them 
after they have done so again and again, 
they ought to dethrone him.” We can 
never forget the saying which Dr. 
Legge truly characterizes as a bold and 
ringing affirmation. “The people are 
the most important element in a 
nation, and the sovereign is the 
lightest.” With this assertion legibly 
written on one of the pages of the 
work which constitutes the title deed of 
the Chinese constitutional system, the 
country cannot be called a Despotism. 

‘The right to memorialize the Throne, 
and the function of the Censorate, are 
important checks on the Ruler. And 
if we descend lower and examine the 
working of the: system, we shall find 
numerous indications of liberty. The 
absence of caste; the perfect freedom 
enjoyed by men of the humblest class 
to rise to the chief honours and emolu- 
ments of the State, and above all the 

“institution” above referred to, viz: 
competitive examination, tend to de- 


velope the national character in a fa- 
vourable degree and give scope to the 
play of the individuel mind. Politics, 
too, are studied in China as generally 
as in our own country, and though the 
manuals of the science are centuries old, 
they contain some such solid principles 
that those who have learned them by 
heart from early youth cannot fail to 
have some knowledge of the rudi- 
ments, The Chinese student has ono 
advantage. He reads original works, 
not “cram” books, and be his infer- 
ences right or wrong, he knows where 
they come from. The difficulty pre~ 
sents itself, when examining the Chinese 
system: “Why is a nation so admir- 
ably governed in theory, such a dismal 
scene in fact?” It certainly is not 
owing to the tyranny of the Sovereign. 
It certainly is not owing to the oppres- 
sive nature of the Laws. It seems 
unjust to say that the national char- 
acter is so hopelessly bad that no good 
thing’ can come out of it. We 
are compelled to fall back on tho 
single word “corruption” as the 
secret, but while presenting it wo are 
half convinced that the solution is not 
complete. Still, as a venal Bench has 


done much to discrodit the youngest | } 


Republic, we may believe that it has been 
fa grievous curse to the oldest Empire.

‘America has granted Spain an extension 
of time to make reparation. 

‘The adjourned annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held on Friday. 
‘The inconvenience of the Woosung Bar 
and the general deterioration of the river 
channel came up prominently for discus- 
sion, and, as will be seon from our report, 
much important information on both sub- 
jects was given. Tho facts stated will 
show that the constant representations we 
have mado on tho subject are more than 
justified. : 
The monthly reports which the Muni- 
cipal Council now publish, in the stead of 
minutes of their weekly meetings, give a 
convenient summary of their doings, and 
are open only to the charge of lateness ; 
things done the first week in October’ not 
being told the Public till the so. 2k. 
in November. In nino cas 
probably, the delay is immaterial 
the case of matters of interest, itis 
appointing. ‘The reports we publish 
elsewhere are chiefly of a routine nature, 
and have perhaps not suffered by ‘the 
delay. ‘There are, however, several points 
of interest which will be noted with satia- 
faction. We are always glad to hear 
of road extension, whether within tho 
Settlement or without, ‘The- junction 
of the “Seward” with the “ Hongkew” 
road at the back of the Astor House, is 
good measure, and gives a continuous road 
from the City Moat to the Yangtze-poo, 
It renders useless the upper part of Hong- 
Kew road, from Tiendong road to the 
Bund, which might now almost as well be 
closed.—The proposed extension of Mark- 
ham road would allow a pleasant change 
from the monotony of the Bubbling Well 
drive ; but we hardly understand the line 
suggested. ‘The old military road, if we 
remember right, ran from Alpha farm into 
the Jessfield road, joining the latter at its 
point of contact with the Soochow Creek, 
and this seems a preferable line. The 
next step would then be to re-open the 
old road from Jessfeld to Fahwah, and a 
capital all round drive would thus be 
obtained. ‘ 

The new boundary line of the Hongkew 
Settlement has, we observe, been brought 
back to that fixed on by Mr. Seward in 
1872, The present boundary line runs 































from a point opposite the Defence Creck 
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to a point one mile inland on the bank of 
the Yangtze-poo. Mr. Seward proposes to 
make the line run first to the Rifle Butts 
and then on to the Yangtze-poo, which 
would add a considerable area, but much 
less than that sketched in the last Public 
‘Works report. The proposed line seems 
to cover all the ground necessary, and will 
no doubt be accepted. 

We are glad to see that the negocintions 
referred to in the last Municipal report, 
for connecting the “Seward” with the 
“Hongkew” road at the back of the 
Astor Houso, have been completed ; and 
that the Chinese houses on the land over 
hich the new road will run, are being 
pulled down. 5 

‘Tho S. Y. C. held another Regatta on 
Saturday last. Tho raco was for the 
Ladies Purse, The following yachts en- 
tered :—Julia, Lillie, Fearless and Madcap. 
‘The start was at 11 a.m., and a steamer 
accompanied the raco, The Lillie won the 
purse, Madcap second. 

‘We have an unusual number of men-of- 
war in port at present: the Iron Duke, 
Thetis, Curlew, Salamis and Ringdove Eng- 
lish ; Hartford and Iroquois American ; 
Vitiax, Bogatyr, Ascold and Gornostai Rus- 
sian. 

H, M.S. Thetis leaves to-day for Aden, 
where enquiry is pending into her attack on 
certain slave dhows, while on her way out to 
China, Tho enquiry over, sho will probably 
completo her term of service on the India 
station; the Amethyst, which was to have 
served a year in Indian waters before going 
to China, coming on at once to take her 
place. 

‘We hear that H. M. 8. Cadmus has been 
ordered over from Japan, to take the place 
of the Thetis on this station. 

A parade is called for Monday next, for 
the presentation of prizes won at the S. V. 
©, Riflo meeting. ‘Tho Athletic Sports aro 
also fixed for that day, and the distribution 
will take place on the Cricket Ground, in 
an interval between the events. Admiral 
Shadwell has promised to give away the 
prizes—except of course the Ladies’ Purse, 
which a young Indy lately arrived in 
Shanghai has kindly undertaken to make, 
and to presont: ‘The band of the Iron Duke 
will, we understand, be also on the Ground. 
‘Tho Volunteers will no doubt assemblo in 
force to do honor to their successful com- 
rades and to those who have kindly 
undertaken to conduct the ceremony, 

‘We hope that opportunity will be taken 
of the presence in port of so many men- 
of-war, to have somo sham fights after 
the old fashion, We are sure Admiral 
Shadwell will allow men to be landed 
from the several vessels under his command, 
‘and have no doubt Admiral Jenkins will 
‘be equally ready to let his men have an 
afternoon’s healthy exerciso. 

‘Wo reprint from the Japan Mail a let- 
ter reflecting on the British Authorities for 
their neglect of the graves of our soldiers 
buried near Tientsin and Taku. ‘The com- 
plaint is in the same sense with that 
which has beon several times made in our 
columns, regarding the graves in Chusan. 

Among passengers lately arrived from 
the North are Messrs. Macpherson and 
Huber, en route for Cuba, on the mis- 
sion of enquiry regarding the condition 











of Chinese emigrants to that island to 
which we have before alluded ; definite 
arrangements having, according to our 
Tientsin correspondent’s letter, been at 
length made for the mission. 

Intelligence having been received by 
last American mail of the death of Rear- 
Admiral Winslow, the flags of the U. 8. 
vessels of war in harbour were half-masted. 
Admiral Winslow died on the 29th Sept., 
at his residence in Boston Highlands, aged 
62, The deceased Admiral entered the 
Naval Academy in 1824, went on servico 
in 1829, and up till last year, when 
he retired from command of the Pa- 
cific station in consequence of ill-health, 
his career was active and eventful. His 
most brilliant achievement was tho destrue- 
tion of the Alabama, which he accomplished 
while in command of the Kearsarge, in 
4864, and which gained him promotion, the 
thanks of Congress, and many public 
honors. 

The M. M. str. Sindh left the harbour 
on Tuesday, in order to make sure of 
getting over the Woosung Bar. Cargo 
had to be sent down to her in lighters. 

Wo have to acknowledge another num- 
ber of the monthly illustrated journal “The 
Far East,” published at the Japan Gazette 
office. It contains as usual some excellent 
photographs illustratirig Japanese life and 
customs—photographs which promise soon 
to be doubly valuable, in view of the 
changes that aro being wrought in the 
country, ‘The letter-press is comparatively 
subordinate ; ut we may nute an interest- 
ing diary of a visit to the Gulf of Tartary 
and Saghalien, by @ gentleman who had 
an opportunity of making tho trip in the 
Tron Duke. 

Our Newonwane correspondent expects 
that the Namoa, by which he writes, will 
be the last steamer of the season, at any 
rate to load. ‘The weather (on the 18th) 
is mild yet, in fact unusually so, 43° being 
the average thermometer at night ; but the 
wind may go to the north at any moment, 
I hear that the Seaman's Bride was outside 
a few days ago, but did not come in, as the 
Pilots were all engaged. The First Bis- 
marek came in port in time, and gota 
charter of 40c. to Swatow, with 15 lay days, 
As usual, the natives are pulling up their 
boats and making things snug for the 
winter ; but from all appearance tho river 
will bésafe for a week.” 

The China Mail’s Swatow correspondent 
writes :—I regret to say that, since my 
Jast letter, fresh difficulties have arisen 
with regard to the Race Course, not in- 
deed with the proprietors, for they are 
willing enough, but with the authorities, 
so that I am greatly afraid our “meeting” 
will be reduced to a private match or two 
along the beach. It is rather hard lines 
though, especially as the course had been 
measured off and marked with flags, some 
of which were of course stolen.—Nothing 
has been heard of the tiger lately. There 
was a report that a man who was accus- 
tomed to take fowl’s eggs, ducks et id genus 
omne from Satapoo to Double Island 
had been devoured by the man-eater, but 
this consummation was afterwards found 
to have no better grounds than the wishes 
of the unfortunate Double Islanders, who 


























missed their poultry. 


‘From Honcone we learn that, on the 
18th inst. Lieut, Johnstone of H. M. 8. 
Princess Charlotte went amissing, and as it 
appearedsubsequently wasdrowned. He was 
last seen leaving the vesselin hisnight dress, 
His body was recovered on the 2ist, near 
theP, & O, Wharf,—The quarterly return 
to Sept. 30th gives a total of 481 births and 
748 deaths, of which number 47 of tho 
former and 41 of the latter ocourred 
amongst persons other than Chinese. 
Taking the three quarters together, the 
deaths among persons other than Chinese 
were at the rato of 26.94, and amongst 
the Chinese 23.33, annually for every 
thousand persons living. The death rate 
of the whole population of the Colony 
was 23.53 for every thousand persons liv- 
ing.—A fire is reported by which one Chi- 
nese hong was destroyed, and an outbreak 
in the cargo of the coal-laden barque Merom 
necessitated thescutiling of the vessel. —Tho 
steam-tug Seagull met with an accident while 
going alongside the barque Faxgh Balaugh, 
and, running into that vessel, was so serious 
ly damaged that she had to be beached, 
while the barque also sustained rather 
severeinjuries.—The Mail says the Chineso 
merchants have sent in a memorial to the 
Government, praying for the abolition of 
tho carriage of lanterns ; it was signed by 
over 1,000 shops. 

A highly successful regatta was held at 
Nacasaxr on the 16th, got up under the 
direction of Lieutenants Carpenter, Po’ and 
Durnford, and Mr. 'T. B. Glover. ‘The 
regatta comprised 12 events, for yachts, 
cutters, gigs, outriggers, mau-of-war boats, 
compradore boats, native houseboats, 
dingeys and punts. ‘Tho Band of the Zron 
Duke was present.—Late news from the str. 
Nicolai, says the Express, is to the effect 
that she will probably be got off very soon, 
—The Gazette says that a courtmartial was 
held on the 13th to inquire into the dex 
struction of dhows on the Arab Coast by 
the Captain of H. M. 8. Thetis, ‘The 
result has not transpired.—On the night 
of the 18th two men of the U. 8. Lacka- 
wanna, who were on shore, quarrelled 
in their cups, and one, who is said 
to be an old convict, stabbed the other 
thrice in the arm and breast, but not 
seriously. 

The Hzoco Races were held on the 6th, 
7th and 8th inst., and appear to have gone 
off admirably, ‘The weather was fin and 
sport good. The Amateur Minstrel Band 
of M.S. Dwarf lent their aid to enliven 
the proceedings.—The first ball ever given 
in Hiogo is to como off under Masonic 
auspices, on the 28th inst,—The afternoon 
performances of the Iron Duke band, 
given in the public park, are handsomely 
acknowledged by the News. Lot us hope 
that with two such bands as those of the 
Iron Duke and Hartford available, Shang- 
hai may enjoy the same treat in the Public 
Garden some of these fine afternoons. 
—The C. and J. Trading Co. have re- 
covered $450 and costs from Messrs. E. 
Fischer & Co., agents for the 8.8. Trafal- 
gar, for damage to a shipment of hoop 
and sheet iron.— One of the small steamers 
plying between Hiogo and Osaka ran down 
and sank another on the 11th instant., but 
without loss of life.

‘HE FRENCH BUND. 
‘Tur debate in the French Municipal 
Council, on the question of allowing 
covered wharves in front of the Bund, 
is of vital interest to the community, 
but seems to have been condueted in a 
remarkable haze, considering the im- 
portance of the questions at issue. Still, 
the impression entertained by the 
majority, of the vote passed at the 
meeting of Landrenters in March 
1866, was correct, and their decision 
therefore so far justified by the re- 
cord. To say this, however, is by no 
means to say that we acquiesce in that 
decision, which appears to us, on the 
contrary, hasty and injudicious. Our 
readers will find the history of the 
previous debates, in the volume of the 
North.China Herald for the year re- 
ferred to. The question was raised at 
the instance of the Messageries Ma- 
ritimes, who desired to construct a wharf 
and jetties in front of their property. 
A meeting was held ou the 10th 
February 1866, to consider this pro- 
posal, and to upset, in the interest of 
the Company, certain restrictions on 
the construction of wharves which had 
been voted by the Landrenters at a 
meeting on the 30th April 1864. A 
majority of those present agreed to 
change the old regulations, and Messrs. 
Hogg, Dixwell, Viault, Bernard, and 
‘Wignall, were appointed a Committee 
to draw up a new series, Their 
report was published in the North-Ohina 
Herald of the 8rd March, and 
exhibits probably more remarkable 
diversity of opinion than any other 
Committee report on record. It com- 
prised six paragraphs, but every other 
member dissented from every other 
paragraph ; and at the meeting of the 
10th March when it was discussed, Mr. 
Hanbury aptly termed it a report of 
dialogues rather than a report in the 
sense usually applied to the utterance 
of » Committes. However, it served 
as a basis for discussion which resulted 
in the adoption of two resolutions pro- 
posed by Mr. Morel. 

“That all proprietors of bund lots shall 

“have the right to build wharves and jetties 
in front of their property, and. to cover 
them with sheds if they wish. 

‘That plans of any wharves proposed to 
be erected shall be first submitted to the 
Municipal Council and the Harbor Master 
for approval ; the wharves not to project 
more than 200 feet from the bund ; ‘and 
the sheds not to exceed 15 feet in height 
from the bund level. The said wharves 
and sheds to be kept in good repair by the 
owners ; and the latter to pay a tax of 
Tis. 2.50 per annum to the Municipality, 
for every foot of bund frontage occupied.” 
An amendment by Mr. Twombly, was 
declared. by the Consul-General to 
be beyond the province of the Land- 
renters ; but as it was put to the meet- 
ing and carried by a majority of one 
vote, it may perhaps be accepted as a 
rider to the foregoing, and we quote it 
to complete the record. 

_ That the right of opening and control- 
ling streets, carries with it the right of 








extending such streets to low water mark, 
and of jurisdiction over same as public 
landing places. Every owner of a Bund 
Jot has the right of use of so much of the 
front of the Bund as lies immediately in 
front of his lot, in such manner and for 
such purposes as he may deem expedient, 
and not inconsistent with the public good. 

‘Messrs. Butterfield and Swire there- 
fore were within their right in as- 
suming power to build wharves under 
the standing decision of the Landrent- 
ers; and we cannot blame them for 
the rapidity with which they are carry- 
ing out their design—bearing in mind, 
no doubt, the old adage of possession 
being nine points of the law. 

‘The resolutions in question, however, 
were passed nearly eight years ago, and 
it is by no means certain’ that the’vote 
of the Landrenters of 1866 would be 
confirmed by the Electors of 1873. 
Few questions have greater interest 
for the public than this matter of 
Bund frontage. Covered wharves on 
a river bank of course give commer- 
cial facilities ; but when these facilities 
are obtained at the cost of deteriora- 
ting the river, and of spoiling a 
promenade which gives pleasure to a 
large number of residents, it is a 
question whether the advantages are 
not dearly purchased. ‘The incon- 
gruity of allowing private encroach- 
ment on the river, at a time when the 
Consular Body is being urged by the 
Chamber of Commerce to consider 
measures for preventing the silting up 
of the port, was aptly pointed out by 
MM. Maigaan during the late discussion; 
and we thoroughly endorse his state- 
ment that the question does not in- 
terest_only the French Concession, biit 
should be considered as part of a 
whole scheme of river conservation. 
River frontage is very desirable pro- 
perty, and a desire to utilize river 
frontage to the utmost is a very na- 
tural desire on the part of those whose 
interests it may serve ; but people are 
beginning to think that wharf exten- 
sion and bund extension may be car- 
ried on, ina river like the Hwangpoo, 
till there is little or no river left. And, 
having begun to entertain this view, 
they might possibly give a different 
vote from that cast in 1866, to 
which the Municipal. Council are so 
carefully obedient. It is easy to say 
that the new line of wharves will not 
extend beyond the line of the Kin-le- 
yuen, to which they are immediately 
adjacent ; and can therefore do no more 
harm than the latter. But that argn- 
ment might be extended indefinitely, 
to justify alternate extensions to Poo. 
tung. ‘The line must be drawn some- 
where ; we incline to think it should 
have been drawn long ago, and that 
every fresh encroachment constitutes 
a new block in a river which is rapidly 
narrowing. The word river is in itself 
almost misleading as regards the 
Hwangpoo, which is little more than a 
continuation of the Tienshan lakes, and 
has but the faintest current apart from 
thetides. A tidal wash is not of itself 
sufficient to keep open a channel; it is 





the strong downward current of water 
seeking an outlet, that creates a scour 
which can be depended on to overcome 
all obstacles and make and keep for 
itself a channel. It is only necessary 
to appeal to the experience of travellers 
up-country beyond reach of the tide, 
to establish how little of such force 
exists in the Hwangpoo. The banks 
are eaten away here and there in 
the lower bends, by the force of the 
tide, but we do not think the actual 
current of the river can be relied on to 
preserve its own channel to an appre- 
ciable extent. If piles are driven, they 
form a nucleus round which the mud 
collects. ‘The plan of establishing an 
even curve along the Settlement front 
is based on the principle of removing 
obstacles which would encourage this 
deposit; and the creation of fresh 
excrescences beyond the line resolved 
on, is to be deplored. We have already 
an instance, in the simultaneous growth 
of the English front and the Pootung 
point, how little the river can do when 
inducements to silt are held out to it on 
either side. Deposit has gone on on each 
shore, till the river is narrowed one-half. 

It would seem that the Harbour 
Master can hardly concur in these 
views, or he would have interposed his 
authority to prevent the new erection, 
pending at least some result to the 
movement which is going on in 
favour of river conservation. . We 
hope that a few years longer of 
steady agitation and pressure will 
result in the acquisition of a 
aredger, which will be set not only to 
deepen the Bar, but to remove somo 
hundreds of feet of the Pootung Point, 
which is as great a danger to the river 
as the Bar is an inconvenience to ships. 
But we deprecate in the meantime any 
steps likely to narrow still further a 
channel which can so ill afford the loss. 

‘We regret therefore, on every ground, 
that M. Voisin’s suggestion for a 
special meeting of Tlectors was ro- 
jected. It is true that such mectings 
‘on the French Concession usually 
resolve themselves into public meet- 
ings of the Council—no elector putting 
in an appearance; but that is simply 
because, at the annual meeting to 
discuss budgets, the electors have no 
power; their voice has no weight and 
they don’t waste their time. A meeting 
called for a special object such as that 
in question would, we imagine, result 
differently ;/and, as M. Voisin remarked, 
the electors have undoubtedly a right 
to be heard, before measures tending to, 
change the whole face of their Conces- 
sion are put irremedinbly in force, 





HARBOUR CONSERVATION. 
Ir additional proof were required of 
the necessity for establishing a Local 
Board of Harbour Conservation, the late 
action of the French Municipal Coun- 
cil has afforded it. Powerless to effect 
any good in the way of the improve. 
ment of the approaches to Shanghai, 
we now see that the machinery of the 
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Chinese Government is equally ineffect- 
ive to prevent encroachment if done 
quickly. Of all the local bodies inter- 
ested in the state of the river, one ch 
es, without consultation with the others, 
to'take on itself the right of sanctioning 
works equally affecting the whole 
body; and, while despatches are being 
written and Taotais and Consuls are 
consulting, day and night the erection 
of wharges goes on. It is needless to 
draw attention to the fact that the par- 
ties actually engaging in the work’ are 
those most likely to suffer by its effects ; 
for doubtless they have weighed the pre- 
sent cost, and consider that the imme- 
diate profit likely to accrue from the new 
works will more than counterbalance the 
eventual loss which the obstruction of 
the river will entail. The experience 
of many years has shown that each pile 
driven below high water mark has an 
appreciable effect on the clearway of 
the river; and what the narrowing of 
the clearway means, we have expe- 
rience in the growth of the Woosung 
bar. In point of fact, when each man 
is practically permitted to do that which 
is good in his own eyes, the most selfish 
will continually have the pull; and this 
fact will continually recur, till some 
effectual check is placed on the eccen- 
tricities of individuals. In its simplest 
form, the case resolves itself into an 
equation. Ench pile causes a slacking 
of the current, with its concomitant re- 
sult of a deposit of mud somewhere or 
other ; ench foot of mud deposited fur- 
ther narrows the channel, and dimin- 
ishes the scour of the tide ; and each 
diminution of that scour increases the 
tendency to deposit soil at the entrance 
of the river at or near Woosung. How- 
ever small the effect may be, the da- 
mage done by each pile driven in the 
fairway is an appreciable amount ; and, 
remembering this fact, it behoves the 
community to be excessively careful 
and excessively jealous, that the 
xights and interests of all may not be 
sacrificed to the immediate benefit of 
a few. Now, as the present crisis 
shows, there is no authority suffi- 
ciently quick or decisive to secure that 
public rights are not encroached on. 
‘The Chinese, we may be certain, will 
never move in a matter of harbour con- 
servation till urged from without. 
Urged from without, they possibly may 
move so far as to write despatches, 
immediately on which arises conflict of 
jurisdiction. Possibly after all this is 
a reference to Peking, whence, if the 
courtesy of a reply be extended at all, 
an answer may be looked for in from 
nine to eighteen months. Meanwhile, 
all the damage possible is done, and 
when the reply arrives it is too 
late to put it in practice, for all the 
mischief has been effected, with no 
hope of amelioration. Had the Board of 
Harboar Conservation, which we have 
at various periods within the last five 
years sketched out, been placed on a 
proper footing, no such action as that 
of the French Council would have been 
possible. Their resolution regarding 








the foreshore would have been null and 
void till approved by a Board where all 
interests were represented, and private 
individuals would never havé had the 
opportunity of over-riding the public 
good. 





‘THE RIVER. 
{p anything will move Peking to action, 
the disclosures made at the Chamber of 
Commerce meeting on Friday last, re- 
garding the state of the river and its 
approaches, should do so. People who 
had watched the river, or had taken an 
interest in its changes, will hardly be 
surprised ; but to the inajority of read- 
ers, the statements quoted by Mr. Barnes 
will be startling. ‘Time after’ time, 
year after year, we have pointed to the 
deterioration of the channel therein dis- 
closed ; but though frequent dropping 
of water wears away a stone, a flood 
produces more startling effects. ‘Told 
at reourring intervals that such a 
point is extending, that such a bank is 
shonling, that the channel at such a 
point is narrowing, people experience a 
sense of temporary discomfort, but fail 
to realise the progressive harm. At 
the Chamber of Commerce meeting, the 
aggregate effect of the changes over a 
period of time was given with a dis- 
tinctness that must go straight home 
to everyone interested in the trade 
of the port. “The channel near Lind- 
say's godown has narrowed 1,000 ft. 
in the last six years, and is also shoal- 
ing.”"—* Just below Pootung point it 
must be nearly dry at low water where 
the P. & O. buoy used to be.”—In 
1868 there was nothing less than 15 
feet at low water at Messrs. Russell & 
Co’s lower Godowns, where there is now 
land ont of water at full tide.” —“What 
is now land and out of water at high 
tide, at the Pootung foundry, had a 
depth of 15 ft. at low water in 1866.” 
‘What has happened between the Bri- 
tish Consulate and Pootung point, we 
can see for ourselves. When we re- 
member that even the Bund road is 
reclaimed land, and that Reynolds’ 
godowns were built close to the water, 
we have evidence enough how rapidly 
the channel bas been narrowing at this 
important bend. Even the impression 
that the bar was found inconvenient 
because ships are getting deeper and 
not the bar shallower, is overset. The 
change has been Jess on it than in 
any other partof the river; but that there 
has been a change for the worse, seems 
placed beyond question. The whole 
river, in fact, is shoaling and narrowing, 
and claims the most serious attention 
of those interested in its maintenance. 
Even the argument, “it will last our 
time” can hardly be employed in view 
of the rapid deterioration shown. Ina 
river such as the Hwangpoo, where 
there is little or no actual stream 
that could be relied on to create or 
maintain its own channel, the process 
of deterioration is likely to be increas- 
ing rapidly; and if no effort is made to 
hinder this damage, some even of the 





present generation of residents may 
come to find a junk channel only be- 
tween Pootung Point and the Public 
Garden. 

‘That such a result would be grievous 
to the Chinese we are by no ineans pre- 
pared to say. There is, on the con- 
trary, good reason to believe that they 
look on the Woosung bar with affection, 
and regard the silting of the river as a 
special interposition of Providence in 
their favour as against barbarian incur- 
sion, Tronclads cannot get above Woo- 
sung, and steamers may be eventually 
shut out from Shanghai! But that 
view, and the course of inaction which 
it dictates, is good neither for them nor 
for us. Foreigners bave by far too 
large a stake in Shanghai to watch it 
quietly destroyed as a port, when the 
remedy is easy. Arailway to Woosung 
would ill compensate for the loss and 
inconvenience that would be caused by 
removal thither of the centre of trade. 
Tt might be that the English Settle 
ment would remain the counting-house 
and the financial heart of the port; 
but we prefer to keep the whole, as 
we have it now, in one spot; avoiding 
alike the depreciation of property in 
Shanghai consequent on removal, and 
the expense of establishing a new settle. 
ment at Woosung. 

‘What is interesting to us now, is to 
know whether the facts stated on Frie 
day last are sufficient to persuade Fo- 
reign Ministers of the necessity for ac- 
tion. The collection of Tonnage Dues 
implies, with all civilized nations, an 
obligation to conserve the port where 
those dues are levied; and we repeat 
what we have often said before, that if 
the Chinese will not do their duty, 
Foreign Governments should authorizo 
their subjects to cease paying them for 
—not doing it. Not only the Woo. 
sung bar but the whole channel of the 
river requires attention, and a strict 
and active supervision is needed over all, 
structures that may tend to injure it. 
Surveys, estimates, figures—all possible 
information to convince the Ministerial 
conclave have now been given ; and if 
the Chinese Government will not act, 
Foreigners should. We are glad to see 
the plan we have often urged—the es- 
tablishment of a Local Board to con- 
trol Harbour funds and operations— 
recommended by the Chairman of the 
Chamber, and hope that the suggestion 
will be pressed home. The work itself 
could be accomplished with almost less 
labour and yexation than has been ex- 
pended in begging that it may be un- 
dertaken.

‘TIENTSIN, 
On the 11th instant a new Chinese gun- 
boat, called the Mei-yun, said to have been 
built in England, arrived in this port, 
and anchored close to the other Chineso 
gunboats at the lower end of the fore 
anchorage. On the following day the 
Viceroy, accompanied by a number of his 
subordinate mandarins, went on board and 
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inspected her. On the 15th she left for 
Shanghai, ‘The other two Chinese gun- 


boats have since lowered their topmasts, 
&c., and made all the necessary prepara- 
tions for remaining here during the winter, 
by housing in with matting. They have 
besides left the lower anchorage and gone 
to the place nearer the city where the two 
gunboats were moored last winter. The 
‘Gritish, French and Russian gunboats have 
also, during the last few days, lowered their 
topmasts and otherwise made preparations 
for being snug at their moorings during 
the cold weather. 

Since the 14th, junks have been arriving 
from Leaou-tung (the Newchwang region) 
with cargoes of millet, maize, &e., &e., for 
the sustenance of the distressed population 
of this and the surrounding districts during 
the next few months; the grain having 
been purchased by the Viceroy with the 
sums allotted somo weeks back, by the 
Emperor, for that purpose. 

‘At 10’a.m. on the 13th instant, the 
Peruvian Minister, accompanied by Mr. 
Secretary Elmore and Mr. Interpreter 
Meadows, visited the Viceroy to discuss 
the objects of his mission to China, 
The lasted for about three hours, 
uring which time it is to be presumed 
Progress was made in arranging the terms 
of a treaty. 

During | the. forenoon of the 16th, 
HB, M. Minister and suite arrived in 
the C, C. 8. N. Co.'s steamer Zaku, from 
Shanghai, Daring the afternoon, Mr. 
‘Wade cailed on the Viceroy at his Yamun 
intown. During the early part of the 
following night he and his suite started 
in boate for the capital. 

Reliable news reached here on the 16th 
instant, that the Government had made 
final arrangements for sending a mission to 
Cuba; and that Messrs. Macpherson and 
‘Huber would soon reach here en route for 
that country.

Messrs. Macpherson aud Huber, the 
Commissioners appointed by the Chinese 
Imperial Government to go to Cuba for the 
purpose of inspecting and reporting on 
the condition of the Chinese Laborers 
working in that country under contracts, 
arrived here yesterday from Peking, and 
will leave to-morrow in the Chilli for 
Shanghai, en route for Cuba. We 
understand that Senor Atin, the Spat 
Minister, is expected here to-day from 
Poking ; and will likewiso leave to- 
morrow for Shanghai, where he purposes 
remaining during the coming winter. 

‘The weather continues mild and plea- 
sant ; till within the last two days we 
havo had a bright ky with no wind. 
Yesterday and to-day however the wen- 
ther has been foggy. The thermometer 
stands at 44° at daylight. I fancy our 
snext northerly blow will bri freezing 
weather for the future, wi 
all the surrounding | 
most probably remain open for at least a 
month to come—the weather at Tientsin, 
since the inundations, having become 
much milder than formerly, no doubt be- 
eause we are now surrounded by large 
tracts of fresh water. a 

Mr. Mayers, Chinese Secretary to Her 
Majesty's Legation, arrived here in the 
Ohihti yesterday. He proceeds on to Pe- 
king by boat, to-morrow. 

Thave not heard any interesting news 
respecting Chinese official affairs, these 
Jast few days. Altho’ the period has arrived 
at which tho Viceroy, according to the 
Imperial Edict three years ago, should 
depart for Paouting, we do not yet hear of 
any movement on his part.

YOKOHAMA, 

The Japan Mail gives the following 
news :—An eyewitness sends us an account 
of an accident which befell the Empress on 
the 7th inst. ‘The occurrence has been a 
source of great and general regret among 
the foreign residents, The Empress, ac- 
companied by her Mother and a Indy of 
the Household, was driving out to pay a 
visit, in a close carriage drawn by two 
foreign greys. Coming down a declivity 
near the Kobusho, the pole-strap gave way, 
and the horses, startled and with their 
heads in the air, dashed off. The coach- 
man lost all command, and the horses, 
carriage and occupants of it were all thrown 
over an embankment into some deep water 
which forms the reservoir for the silk-mill 
of-the Kobusho, Fortunately, the carriage, 
being closed, did not fill with water, and 
the three ladies were soon extricated with 
slight injuries only. One of the horses, 
the one which was under the pole, was 








drowned, the other is not much hurt, nor 





the coachman, but a betto is said to be 
seriously injured. ‘The Empress and the 
ladies were taken to the Kobusho, where 
wraps and afresh carriage were procured 
for them, and from thence they were con- 
veyed home.—Captain Lane has addressed 
to the Governor of Kanagawa Ken 
acknowledgement of the hospitable atten- 
tion of the Japanese, along the line of 
youte, to the shipwrecked passengers, 
officers and crew of the steamer Ariel, who 
arrived in Yokohama on the rd iust., 
after a journey of 150 milee overland,— 
‘A Court of Inquiry held into the loss of 
the Ariel, acqnits Captain Newell of all 
blame, and commends his conduct in the 
circumstances.—An excellent’ movement 
has lately been set on foot here for 
the establishment of a Sailors’ Home, 
and we hope it may meet with all the 
support it merits. ‘The position of sailors 
arriving at a port destitute of such an 
institution, isdeplorable, ‘They are driven 
to haunts’ which are enough to drag 
down men far better guarded against 
the dangers which there beset them than 
sailors usually are or can be expected to 
be. A noticeable feature in the local 
scheme alluded to is that the sailors them- 
selves have beon foremost movements in 
and supporters of it.—In regard to re- 
ported disaffection among the military 
classes, we can only say that a foreign 
officer, high in the service of the Govern 
ment ‘and in intimate connection with the 
Army, informed us yesterday afternoon of 
the entire untruth ‘of these reports, for 
which, he said, not the slightest foundation 
existed.—News had reached Yokohama 
that the Columbine, a Japanese owned 
steamer, had been lost near Oosuma, ‘The 
report alleges that the European captain 
not responsible, as the charge of the vessel 
was taken out of his hands.—A shock of 
earthquake was felt in Yokohama at 1,15 
a.m, on the 12th, 



































THE TRADE OF CHINKIANG, 


In making some comparisons as to the 
trade at Chinkiang for, the past quarter, it 
niay be well to notice’ the connection be- 
Chinkiang and Shanghai, During the year 
1872, the imports of grey shirtings to 
Shanghai from Foreign countries, and from 
Hongkong and Chinese ports, were 
4,316,483 pieces, and the same year Chin- 

ang imported’ from Shanghai 1,028,705 
pieces, or nearly one-fourth of the total 
amount brought to Shanghai; hence, if the 
imports of Chinkiang fall off 50 per cent., 
it makes a decrease in the imports at Shang- 
hai of 12} per cent. on the same. goods, 
These figures upon one of the staple articles 
of import show the intimate connection 
there is between Shanghai and the out- 
ports. Shanghai is the groat centre of 
Northern China—the “Queen City of the 
East,” and all these outports are to many 
feeders and distributors of wealth ; and the 
Valley of the Yangtsze is at present one of 
the greatest of these, and destined to con- 
stantly increase, with proper facilities 
granted for intercourse with the rich pro- 
vineos along the borders of this yreat river, 
the artery of China. It is the business of 
Shanghai to look after these streams of 
trade that are to pour their riches into her 
storehouses, and especially must she seo 
that the freest transit of goods, both ways, 
in the interior, is protected. "This is tho 
sum and substance of it all. With this 
end in view, it is just as necessary for 
Shanghai to look after the obstructiveness of 
native officials in the provinces hindering 
trade, as it is to insist upon the dredging 
of the Woosung Bar. Both are vital ques- 
tions. 

The past few years, the trade of Chink. 
ang has largely developed, until it becomes 
important to Shanghai, The past year 
trado was very large, giving promise of a 
bright future, asa great distributing port, 
The present year, a change has come, and 
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it in well to seo the exact loss that is su 
tained, In some former tables, statistics 
have been given of the trade in Grey 
Shirtings and T-Cloths at Chinkiang for a 
number of years past, and the wonderful 
increase up to 1872, and loss in 1873, thus 
far. 

‘To show that this is not exceptional with

table has been prepared, showing the com- 
parative Import trade at Chinkiang for the 
third quarter of the years 1871, 1872 and 
1873.

Leaving 
out a few articles that largely increased in 
1872, we may estimate the increase at over 
50 %, and the loss in 1873 at 35%. When 
wo take into account that the increase of 
50 % is made upon the amount of 1871, and 
the decrease ix made upon the amount of 
1872, it will be found that the amounts in 
1873 are actually less than 1871. Of the 
twenty articles, ¢leven show a loss as com- 
pared with 1871, and these are the most 
important in the table—as Shirtings, 
‘T-Cloths, Camlets, Iron, St 

Grey Shirtings increased 42 7% 
decreased 49% in 1873. “'T-Cloths in- 
creased 44% in 1872 and decreased 47 % 
in 1873, and so on through thetable. ‘The 
whole table shows a steady gain in 1872 
and-a constant loss in 1873 on the Import 
trade at the port. 

There have been those who say that 
there was an ‘abnormal wave” of trade 
at Chinkiang in 1872; but from the figures, 
it might be more appropriate to say that 
there has been a tidal wave in 1873 that 
has destroyed what trade ‘was built up in 
the past seven years, This wave of 1873 
might be called the tidal wave of offi 
apathy and obstructiveness, and is a ph

nomenon not uncommon in China, The 
latest point of departure for this wave is 
just outside the Woosung ber, and its in- 
fluence is felt from Canton to Peking, per- 
haps more fully at the latter place. 
To show how serious the loss has been 
1873, the following table is inserted, 
jowing’ the comparison of tho Import 
Trade at Chinkiang for third quarters of 
1871 and 1873, with percentages of gains 
and losses, ‘this will show ‘whether the 
loss in 1873 is an actual one, and also 
whether this loss is below the amount 
gained in 1872 on samo arti 
principal articles, showing a fair e 
of the actual trade of 1871 as compared 
with 1873, for the quarter :— 
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In the above table ten principal articles / 
of Import are taken, and every one of 
them shows an actual decrease in 1873, 
under 1871; of Grey Shirtings, 67,853 
pieces less were imported in 1873 than in 
same quarter 1871, T.-Cloths 218,021 
pieces less. Foreign sugar 17,398 piculs 
less. Taking the average percentage of 
Joss upon these ten articles, it will bo 
found that the amount imported is 27 per 
cent less in 1873, than in 1871. If this, 
so called, “abnormal wave” only applied 
to 1872, how does it happen that the i 
ports of 1878 fall under even 1871? ‘This 
is the exact state of the case, Chinkiang 
increased steadily until 1872, then in 1873 
decreased below that of 1871. To show 
that trade has fallen off, the following 
table of the Import Trade at Ohinkiang 
from January 1st to September 30th 1871, 
and 1873, is inserted. Itis the former 
Table applied for three quarters of the 
year.

By this table it is shown that there is the 
same falling off, only not quite so large a 
percentage as for the past quarter. Soven 
of the articles show a Jess quantity than 
in 1871, and the porcontage of loss is on 
the average 13 per cent., while there is an 
average percentage of gain on threo 
articles of 4 per cent ; showing that itis 
still below 1871. ‘There is little doubt but 
that the foregoing table at the close of this 
year will show a still larger entry of loss 
of percentages on the debit side, All 
these facts show that there isan actual 
decrease of the Import Trade at Chin- 
kiang thus far this year, even when com- 
pared with 1871, which should not be the 
case, even allowing for the increase of 1872 
as some have done. There must be a rea- 
son for this great decrease. It differs from 
the ordinary rule of trade at the port, by 
being less ‘than 1872, and still more by 
falling behind the year 1871. ‘The Export 
theory fails to explain this great discre- 
pancy, but we defer speaking of this ques- 
tion, and pass on to the question next in 
importance to the port—that of Internal 
‘Transit. 





























‘The life and activity of a port in the 
.| interior is shown as much by its Internal 
‘Transit as by its Imports. One naturally 


follows the other, The internal transit 
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for foreign goods inland from Chinkiang 
has kept steady pace with the increase of 
imports since 1868, and the amount of 
native goods brought outward under tran- 

has exceeded that of any other port in 
China for the past three years ; in fact it is 
the only port that has a'trade of this cha- 
racter. But to confine ourselves to tran- 
sit of foreign goods, it will be well to see 
if the same rule holds good in the differ- 
ent years; and to show this, the following 
Tablo has been prepared, showing the cone 








parative Internal ‘Transit of foreign goods 
for the third quarter of 1871, 1872 and 
1873, with the increase and decrease each 
year as compared with the former year, 
and the percentages of gains and losses, 
The table is arranged upon the same plan 
as that for Imports, and by comparing the 
two tables together the intimate connec- 
tion between the two branches of trade 
can easily be seen.

By the above table it will be noticed that 
the proportion of increase and decrease and 
percentages of gains and losses are almost 
identical with that of the Import Table for 
same period. ‘The average percentage of 
gains on eleven art 1872 over 
1871 was 73 % while the average percentage 
of losses on three articles, was only 9 %. 
In 1873 the average. gain'on two articles 
was 12 % ; whilo the average loss on twelve 
articles was 32 %. The rates of gain in 
1872 were from 11 % to 243 %, the losses 
from 7 % to 10%. “In 1873 the rates of 
gain were from 8 % to 25 %, the losses from 

to 52 %. In this table the Woollens are 
all taken together, so that there are but 
fourteen articles, yet of these fourteen 
eight show a less amount in 1873 than in 
1871, about the same proportion as in the 
Import table. Of Grey Sh 112,360 
pieces less than 1872, T-Clo' 44,850 
pieces less, Sugar 10,215 piculs less were 
sent inland in 1878 ; “while in 1872. Grey 
Shirtings increased 76,960 pieces, T-Cloths 
“84,985, and Drills17,666 pieces. Comparing 
1871 and 1873, it will be found that the 
decrease in 1873 under 1871 of Grey Shirt- 
ings is 35,400 pieces, a loss of 17 %; of 

Cloths 9,865 pieces, a loss of 16%. ‘There 
is also a loss on Sugar taken as a whole. 
Tho foregoing plainly shows that there has 
been a great loss in the inland transit 
trade at the port during the year 1873 as 
compared with former years, and the table 
carried through the first three quartersof the 
head will show the same facts. The whole 
foreign trade inland, the same as in Im- 
ports, is thus suddenly reduced in 1873 by 
a large percentage, and on many articles 
even below what it was in 1871, Up to and 
including 1872, the increase was constant 
and steady. ‘Tho falling off in so many 

ple articles, below what it was in 1871, 
is not to be accounted for by an extra in- 
crease in 1872. We must seek some other 
cause for it, and when it is seen that a 
majority of these staples fall below the 
amount of 1871, it becomes a matter of 
most vital interest to the port, and a ques- 
tion that needs some explanation, 






































‘The Customs Revenue of a port may be 
taken in certain cases as a good index to the 
prosperity of its trade, but it must be fully 
understood how, this index is applied. ‘The 
general increase\of the revenue in 1872 at 
Chinkiang was but little greater than the 
increase in trade. ‘Thero have been 
those who make this large. increase of 
revenue in the Customs, as will as increase 
in trade, wholly due to the exports of grain 
in 1872.’ They say that until 1872 there was 
searcely any export from Chinkiang, and 
that the large amount of grain exported 
in 1872 was the cause of the wonderful 
stimulus to trade, and the increase of 
revenue. If this prosperity is entirely due 
to exports, then the increase of the trade 
and revenue at the port will be exactly in 
proportion to the exports, exclusive of other 
revenue. Whether this be true or false 
can easily be shown by taking the export 
duties from gross revenue, and then com- 
paring the revenue of different years with 
the import and transit trade of the same 
years. Under this theory, a port that 
has no exports has no trade, a rule that 
certainly cannot be proved of Chinkiang, for 
the trade has been very large with scarcely 
any exports; while Kiukiang, with alarge ex- 
porttrade, has in fact butasmall trade in 
imports and internal transit as compared 
with Chinkiang. Let us see how this matter 
of revenue stands, and how Chinkiang has 
grown since 1866, ‘The following compara- 
tive table“of the Customs Revenue from 
1866 to 1873 (June 30) is inserted, giving 
inorease and decrease, and gains and losses, 
on total revenne; also included in the 
same table a comparison of the revenue, 
exclusive of exports, for same period, with 
inerease and decrease, with gains and 
losses each year. This tabular form 
it is believed gives the best view of the 
revenue, and will show what portion of 
the Customs receipts are to be taken as 
showing the growth of the port.

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From this table it will be seen that 
the total revenue has increased: from

a fair estimate on account of the grain 
export of 1872, but we will take that part 
of the table exclusive of the export duties, 
which of course will show whether the port 
gained int other items of revenue, ‘Taking 
the export duties from the total revenue, 
the amounts vary from Tis, 5,965 in 1866 
to Tis. 199,658 in 1872, leaving balances 
as the sum’ of all other revenue of from 
‘Ys. 9,092 in 1806 to Tis. 193,425 in 1872, 
The column giving the revenue, less ex- 
ports, shows a steady increase every year 
over former years, of from Ts, 2,943 in 1867 
to Tis. $8,269 in 1872. ‘The percentage 
of gain is from 30 °/, to 111°, tu 1872, 
and the average percentage of gain in the 
revenue, exclusive of exports, from 1866 
to 1872, is 58°/,. Every year shows an 
increase over the former year of not less 
than 30 °/,. We come to 1873, and for half- 
ear, thus far, the increase has been only 

1s. 1,395, or a gain of only 2°/,, 

And yet it “has been stated, “ that 
if the Rice export duties be subtracted, 
the revenue in 1878 is double that of 1871.” 
‘The revenue less all exports, in 1871, was 
99,156 Taels ; for half-year of 1873’ it 





























miraculous mathematical calculation it e¢ 
be shown that the amount of 1873 is 
double 1871. It is beyond our ken en- 
tirely, unless it be another of those 
“gigantic fluctuations” of the wave theory. 
Itis true that there is the small gain of 
2 per cont in 1873, when in all the former 
years it was not less than 30 per cent, 
and the average 58 per cent. Surely here 
is a great falling off thus far in 1873, 

If we take the amount of export duties 
into comparison, we find they vary from 
‘Tis. 5,965 in 1866, to 'Tls. 199,658 in 1872, 
but there is not a regular increase of 
export duties as in the other revenue, for 
the year 1869 is less than 1867 and 1868, 
while 1871 is nearly five times as much 
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as 1870, and 1872 over four times as great 

a8 1871. According to the theory that the 

export of grain accounts for the increase 

of trade, then imports should increase 500 

per cent in 1871 over 1870 and 440 per 

‘cent in 1872 over 1871. 1867 should show 

an increase of trade of 100 per cent over 

1866 ; 1867 and 1868 be the same, and 1869 

show a decrease 33 per cent as compared 

with 1868, But what are the facts of the 
Import trade? 
Tf we take Grey Shirtings, as given in a 
former table, we find the gain in Tmports 
in 1871 only 37 %, and in 1872 but 35%, 
instead of 500% and 446%, the gains on 
export duties those years. In 1867, the 
~- gain on Grey Shirtings was310%, and 1868, 

80%, instead of being equal as were the 
cport duties ; and 1869 gains 155%, in- 
stead of losing 88%, the decrease of export 
revenue that year. ‘These figures show 
that there is no connection whatever be- 
tween the amount of import trade and the 
export duties in a given yeer; at least, it 
shows that there has not been ‘at this port 
for the past seven years, In no single in- 
stance can the comparisons be found to 
agree, and this fact shows that the steady 
increase of the trade at Chinkiang up to 
1872 must have had some other cause than 
its exports, and the great increase in 1872 
could not liave been due to exports accord- 
ing to the general principle proven, 
This topic will be more fully illustrated 
when the question of the grain export is 
discussed. 

We will tnke a few figures from the above 
revenue table, and note the result as com- 
pared with the trade of the port, fur that is 
the principal object of the table, 

‘Taking the percentage of gain in 1873, 
2 %, from the average gain in former years, 
58%, we have an actual loss of 56% as 
compared with former years, and this ex- 
elusive of all export duties. If we take 
the year 1872, with a gain of 39 °/,, and 
compare with’ it 1873, we find au actual 
oss of 37 py which just about the 
Joss tho port has sustained this year. 
Taking these figures and percentages, what 


























becomes of the export argument? Why 
does not the increase of 1873 (exclusive of 
exports) equal that of 1872 and former 
years? The small amount of 2°/, gain is 
owing simply to native produce coming in 
early in the year from last year's trade. It 
is quite certain that export duties had 
little to do with the progress of the port, 
when the increase of all the other duties 
have been constant up to and including 
1872. Jere is a portthat shows a constant 
increase for seven years of from 30°/, to 
60°), in her Customs Revenue, whether 
taken as total revenue or exclusive of ex- 
ports, and all at ouce in 1873 it falls to a 














loss of 70 °/, on total revenue, and only a 
gain of 2°/, on the revenue less ex- 
port duties.” Surely there is some 


cause beyond the matter of the ox- 
ports. Jf this export theory were true, 
and accounted for the increase in 1872, 
then the revenue (exclusive of exports) 
in 1873, half-year, instead of being only 
58,368 Taels, ought to be Taels 89,300, and 
this amount even is not as much as the 
average gain. Here is an estimated loss 
on the revenue, less exports, of 30,932 
‘Taels in the half-year ; or for ten years a 
sum nearly equal to the total decrease in 
1870. This table shows that the Customs 
venue this year, thus far, is at a stand- 
ill, instead of its continued increase 
heretofore, even taking out all exports, 
and on the total revenue a great decrease. 
No one doubts but that Chinkiang has 
had a healthy growth since 1866, and 
shows @ great contrast as compared with 
Kiukiang and some other ports, where the 
Customs revenue is much greater, but 
where the- trade in the interior is but 
limited. ‘fo prove that exports alone do 
not show the real life of a port, let us look 
at the revenue of Kiukian 
ith Chinkiang. In order to illustrate 
the difference, the following comparative 
table of the total Customs revenue, and 
tl nue (exclusive of exports) at 
, from 1866 to 1873, is inserted, 
made in the same form as the former table 












































‘Total Customs Revenue, 
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From, that table it will be seen ata 
glance, that the total revenue at Kiukiang 
was just about the same in 1866 as it was 
in 1872 or will be in 1873, on an average, 
half a million taels. The first portion of 
the table shows little variation of increase 
or decrease for t!:9 number of years; one 
a slight loss, the next a slight gain, ‘The 
average percentuge of gains for three and a 
half years on total revenue is 16 %. Average 
percentage of losses for three years on 
‘same, 10%. Average percentage of gains 
over losses for six and a half years is only 
6 %, which shows the real change. Looking 
at the second portion of the table, exclu- 
sive of exports, it will be seen that of the 
total revenue of over half a million taels, 
only from ten to twenty thousand taels 
are collected outside of the export duties. 
By this it is seen that the revenue, less 
exports, in 1866, was greater than for any 
Jater year, until 1873, which was the same, 
and 1372 when there was a slight increase, 
and 1873 thus far is just the same. On 
this portion of the revenue the increase 
and decrease varies little, the increase 
being from 5,892 to 11,270 Taels, and the 
Acorease from’7,539 to 11,211 Taels, ‘The 











average percentage of gain, on revenue, 
Joss exports, for four and a half years, being 
59%, and theaverage loss for two and a 
half years, 51 °/,; and taking one from 
the other we have again over foss in_per- 
centage of only 8%, since-1866 to 1873, 
on revenue less ‘exports. ‘The gain on 
total revenue is only 6°/,, so that the 
difference between the two is but 2°/, for 
the whole period. 

Let us now see how the two ports com- 
pare. Chinkiang gains, from 1866 to 1872, 
on total revenue an average of 70°/,, and 
during 1878 loses 70°/,. Kiukiang on 
total revenue until 1873 gains only 16 °/, 
and loses 10°/,. Exclusive of exports, 
Chinkiang gains down to 1872, 58°/,. In 
1873 gains only 2°/,. Kiukiang, exclu 
sive of exports, gains 59 °/, and loses 51°/,.. 

‘Thogomparison shows that the revenue 
of Kiukiang has scarcely changed since 1866, 
while Chinkiang has increased at rate of an 
average gain of over 50 per cent. an- 
nually until 1873, when this is reduced 
to only 2%. This shows the difference 
between the two ports. One has remained 
stationary with its half-million export 
duties ; the other moved on with rapid

strides as the great distributing port of 
the Yang-tsz valley, with average export 
duties of only about 20,000 Taels annually. 
Kiukiang with its ‘export duties of 
595,562 “‘Taels in 1872, imported only 
2,723,907 Tels worth of foreign goods + 
while’ Chinkiang, with an export duty 
of only 199,658 “Paels, imported in 1872 
the large amount of 9,458,846 Taels worth 
of foreign goods. Chinkiang, almost 
without exports, is able to distribute in 
the interior more than thrice the foreign 
goods that Kiukiang can take, with her 
7,986,886 taels value of exports. ‘There must 
be some reason for this, According to the 
“abnormal wave” theory of 1872, that at 
Chinkiang the increase of the import trade 
was due entirely to exports, Kiukiang 
onght in 1872 to have received about 
26,000,000 Taels worth of imports, instead 
of the 2,723,907 Taels worth she did re~ 

ive. ‘This’ “abnormal wave” theory

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING, 

‘The adjourned annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held on Friday. 
Present F. B. Johnson, Esq., Chairman ; 
Messrs. R. I. Fearon, F. H. Boll, D. Reid, 
A. A. Hayes, M.S. Gubbay, F. B, Forbes, 
EB, Iveson, F. Nissen, and’ J. ‘f.

‘The minutes of last, mooting were taken 
as read, and confirmed. 

‘The Cuarmaran said the Report of the 
Committee having been for some time in the 
hands of members, he need not make many 
observations upon it, ‘Thore were one or 
two points however which called for re- 
mark. Asa whole the transactions of the 
Chamber during the past year might be 
said to have been of a very uneventful 
character, but there was one question 
which had occupied the attention of the 
community more than any other, that re- 
lating to the Woosung Bar. As to tho 
general state of the River, very divided 
opinions were held among the community. 
Some people said that it was nothing but 
a tidal creek, and that if by any means the 
quantity of water coming up from the 
Yangtsze were diminished, the tenden- 
cy to silt increased, and’ the channel 
went on narrowing and closing. Others 
held that-there was  suflicient-drainage 
from the interior always to ensure a 
suflicieney of water in its bed. But that 
was not the main question. In a port 
Tike Shanghai, as is the case in all ports 
under a civilised Government, important 
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uestions such as they were now discussing 
should be settled by a Board of Harbour 
Conservation, whose duty it was to keep 
the navigation open, and see that the 
channels were presorved. As the Chinese 
Government obtained an annual revenue 
from the trade of not less than three 
and a half million taels, it i 
bounden duty to provide for thi 
had no doubé that the community would 
be agreed that such a Board should be 
composed of Chinese Ofticinls and the 
Consular Authorities, with such an infu- 
sion of the Mercantile element as the 
Municipal Council and Chamber of Com- 
meres could supply. ‘The immediate ob- 
ject, however, which they had in view, was 
—the mnintenance of proper access to the 
port for the cliss of steamers now neces- 
sary to carry on the trade. He thought 
no one would deny that this accessibility 
was not ot present provided, Week after 
week they heard of detentions more or less 
serious, but in regard to this and the loss 
which resulted, the meeting could be more 
particularly informed by the Agents of the 
great Steam Companies, whom he was glad 
to see present. ‘The ‘losses which they 
sustained must eventually be borne by 
the trade of the port, and therefere it was 
for the general interest that a remedy 
should be applied. When Mr, Hart was 
in Shanghai 18 months ago, he informed 
a deputation. representing ' the principal 
steam lines that the matter had occupied 
the attention of the Chinese Government, 
who were prepared to make a. special 
rant for the purpose of dredging the 
jar and approaches, provided they were 
ied that the work could be effi- 
tly done at a reasonable outlay. 
That was in June, or July. 1872, and 
Mr, Hart promised that on his return to 
Peking the matter should have his atten- 
tion, “In the autumn of that year the 
Committee again addressed the Inspector 
of Customs, asking if anything was to be 
done, but to their letter no reply had been 
received, Now they all knew Mr. Hart as 
an able public servant—he had organized 
an admirable Customs Staff—he had efti- 
ciently lighted the Coast—but considering 
that not 60 long ago he had pointedly re- 
quested the Chamber to address him on 
subjects of general interest, it would appear 
that he had not learnt ‘the one les 
which the native Administrat 
whom he was associated were so pecu- 
liarly qualified to teach—official courtesy. 
When Mr. Wade was here some weeks 
ago, a few members had an opportunity 
of seeing him about the position of the 
Portand of the Woosung Bar. Mr, Wade 
seemed impressed with the necessity for 
action, and said he believed the matter 
had had the attention of the Chinese Go- 
yernment, who were prepared to go into 
it as soon as they felt assured that some- 
thing efficient could be done. Mr. Wade 
also said that he would press the ur- 
gency of the question on the Government 
when he returned to Peking, and that he 
red of the support of his col- 
leagues. He (the Chairman) therefore 
hoped with some confidence that they 
would soon hear that the Government had 
sanctioned tho work. Meanwhile the Cham- 
ber had only one course to pursue. Should 
nothing be done at Peking, they must 
endeavour to urge the matter on the 
attention of their respective Foreign 
Governments, who would sooner or later 
be alive to ‘the necessity of exercising 
efficient pressure on the Gentral Authori- 
ties. A letter had been published some 
jerago, addressed by the Committee of 
the Chamber to the ‘Treaty Consuls, and a 
meeting of the latter was held to discuss 
the proposition which the Chamber made. 
‘That meeting was, however, adjourned for 
the purpose of receiving a report of a sur- 
vey of the Woosung Bar, made by several 
well qualified gentlemen, theresult of whose 
labours the meeting would see in the chart 
which had been placed on the wall. He 


















































(the Chairman) was scarcely able to form 
& qualified opinion on it himself, more 
especially as it had only been placed in his 
hands that morning, but it appeared to be 
very well done. The chart was accom- 
pauied by various reports, which from the 
short time they had been in his posses- 
he had not yet had time to read, 
but which gave particulars of how the 
surrey proceeded, depth of water at high 
and low water, and estimates of the number 
of cubic fect of mud that had to be removed 
in dredging the bar, the cost of remov- 
ing it, and of the dredging plant neces- 
sary for the purpose. ‘This information, 
combined with what Mr. Hart already had, 
would show that the work was feasible, 
and the cost to be manageable. The 
report of the survey would be laid be- 
fore the next Consular meeting, and he 
was sure the Chamber might rely on the 
assistance of the Consuls in placing it be- 
fore the Ministers at Peking. The thauks 
of the Chamber were due, and would no 
doubt be cordially rendered, to Admiral 
Jenkins, U. 8. N., the officers of the 
U. 8. 8. Iroquois, ‘and especially to two 
gentlemen, Mr. Hjousbery aud Mr. C. E. 
ill, who had given voluntarily and gratui- 
tously a fortnight to the work, and 
whose report would be found’ very 
valuable. ‘There were some small ex- 
penses attached to the survey, such as 
cost of the few tons of coal for the steamer 
employed, and provisions for the officers, 
altogether about $370, which he hoped 
there would be no objection to the Cham- 
ber paying. ‘There was another subject 
he would like to allude to. It would be 
in the recollection of the Chamber that 
some time ago a considerable sun was 
voted to Baron Richthofen, to assist in 
preparing his beok: of travels in Chi 
By the kindness of Mr. Forbes, he was 
enabled to read an extract from a letter 
which the Baron had sent, relating to the 
progress of his work. (This extract showed 
that Baron Richthofen had not been able 
to proceed with his work as rapidly as he 
wished, but that he was earnestly engaged 
upon it.)—Perhaps there was one other sub- 
ject to which he ought to allude. It was one 
of great interest, and of special importance 
to the members of the Chamber, viz., the 
falling off in the trade in manufactur 
goods in China, And the Committee in 
































somewhat curious to remark that corres- 
pondence from the Outports assigned in 


each case reasons of a special and local 
character for the unsatisfactory state of 
things. From 'Tientsin they heard that floods 
and squeezes, and last not least competi- 
tion by way of Chinkeang, gave riso to the 
depression, But at Chinkeang they equall 

complained, and considered that the fall- 
ing off in ‘trade was owing to the sup- 
pression of the unwarrantable not,to say 
fraudulent traffic in transit passes,” From 
fankow they heard that something was 
wrong in Szechuen. When the falling off 
was 80 universal, some general cause must 
t work, and the Committee had made 
uggestion on the subject, but there were 
other reasons well known to all of them— 
the cheapness of native cotton and the 
badness of the Manchester goods. There 
were doubtless many present who were 
more qualified than he was to speak on the 
subject, and whose opinions he hoped to 
hear. ‘He felt it was not the province of 
the Chamber to cast reflections upon a 
trade which, from the manufacturer to 
the de i on by mus- 
ter, but nce of the trade 
seemed to depend upon a constant deterio- 
ration of the qualities which the goods 
purported to represent, it was in-on un- 
sound state and of questionable honesiy, 
and all interested should do what. they 
could to place it on a better basis, 
At present goods nominally intended to re- 
present 8}-Ibs. weizht contained only about 
S-lbs. of cotton, while drills representing 




















15-lbs. weighed 8 or 9-Ibs., the remainder 
being dressing. If this were continued, as 
surely as the Sheffield axes were discre- - 
dited in America, 20 Manchester would lose 
its hold upon the China consumer. The 
question was one upon which he hoped 
members of the Chamber would say some- 
thing. He had now to propose— 

‘That the Report as printed be passed, 

‘Mr. Bext seconded, and the resolution 
was passed unanimously. 

It was tlien proposed by Mr. Haves, 
seconded by Mr, Mactean, and unani- 
mously agreed— 

‘That the accounts as printed be passed by 
the meeting. 

‘Mr. Lavers proposed— 

‘That the gentlemen composing the Com- 
mittee during the past year be again requested 
to serve in a similar capacity for 1874, 

Mr. Bauxes seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously. 

Mr. Banwes said, on the subject of the 
Bar, a resolution had been put into 
his “hands expressing the thanks of the 
Chamber to the gentlemen who had 
made the survey and prepared the chart 
nid before them, He had very much pl 
sure in proposing it, for though he had not 
yethad much opportunity of examining the 
chart, he had uo doubt that, from the care 
which hind evidently Been expended on it, 
it would prove valuable, He therefore 
proposed— 

‘That the thanks of this Chamber be con- 
veyed to Mr. Charles E. Hill and to Mr, 
Hjousbery, for the chart of the soundings at 
the entrance of the Whangpoo River which 
they have presented to the Chamber, and for 
the survey of the Bar which they have made, 
and that the thanks of the Chamber be 
also communicated to Admiral Jenkins, U. 8, 
N., Captain Adams, Master Rustenburgher 
and Eusign Seabury, officers of U. 8. 8, 
Troquoi nce rendered. in the 
prosecution of the survey. 

While on this subject of the Bar, he might 
say that he thought the Chamber of Com- 
merce was the proper place at which to 
discuss the matter, and this opinion he 
based upon the fact that the Harbour Re 
gulations of the Port were agreed to and 
sanctioned by the Chamber of Commerce 
and the ‘Treaty Consuls, as the heading 
of tho Regulations showed. There were 
more than thirty captains of steamers and 
pilots on the River, whose experience of it 
ranged from five to fifteen years, who ngreed 
in stating that the River was shallowing 
and  narrowing—not becoming deoper 
as its bed became narrower ; and that 
as regarded the Bar, it was shoaling and 
closing till the channel had become a 
gutter, Pheasant Point had grown out- 
ward fully 150 feet during the last 18 
months, and the lower end of Gough Island 
had grown down till the channel left was 80 
necrow in one place that two ships draw- 
ing 19 ft. 6 in. could not pass, even when 
there was 21 fect of water ’on the Bar 
itself, without one of them getting aground 
or coming in collision with the other. This 
gutter of a channel was not wider than 
about 200 feet—one experienced Pilot told 
him that the available channel in one place 
was not more than 150 feet in width, 
Within the last 18 months the Bar had 
shoaled more than 2 eet, and was admitted 
1y2 feet less than ever known before, though 
it was said that perhaps this was due to 
the fact that there was a smaller amount 
of water all over the country. But there 
was, at any rate, no doubt about the in- 
convenience of the detentions of ocean 
teamers which were continually occurring, 
—some being kept there’ six days— 
and of which they were all perfectly well 
aware. Not only that, but the River 
steamers, which formerly never had ocea- 
sion to think of the Bar, had several 





























times, lately, grounded or been 
detained there. Not long ago, ships 
drawing 18 and 19 feet could easily come 


up at neap tides, and they had only to 
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look at the register to find that now there 
was sometimes but 143 fect of water at 
“neaps. ‘The high water Admiralty chart 
corrected up to 1861 by Captain Ward 
shewed 12 feet on the Bar at-dead low 
water springs, and gave a riso and fall of 
15 fest at springs, and 10 fect at 
neaps, this would give 27 fect at springs, 
and 22} feet at neaps. It was well known 
that a chart always gave under rather 
than over the actual amount of water. 
And now even at spring tides 25 fect 
is never heard of; 23 feet is almost 
1 thing of the past, only to be found when 
‘a favourable wind is blowing; and an 
average of about 20 feot was all they would 
get at high water springs. The chart 
handed in by the recent surveyors, and 
now exhibited in that room, he thought onl; 
fave 10 feet ; and in addition to tle shoal- 
ing thus ‘shewn, the question arose 
whether tho rise and fall of the tide at 
the Bar was not less than formerly. 
On thi point he did not feel competent to 
offer an opinion, but it seemed to him 
that as the body of water enter 
river was lessened, so would tho 
fall be affected. Of tho fact that the Bar 
was shallower, there was not the slightest 
doubt—all thoso most competent to give 
an opinion agreed upon that. Some 
few of the pilots declined to give their 
views, pousibly becauso they feared that 
the dredging of the Bar and the improve- 
ment of the channel would tend to make 
the approach so much easier as to interfere 
with their means of livelihood. The 
question was one which affected not 
only steamship owners but the whole com- 
munity, and especially owners of pro- 
porty. ” Ho was perfectly certain that 
any ono who would take the trouble to 
go and look at the river at low water 
might almost seo the banks growing toge- 
ther. Whore five ships could swing 
off Hongkew, ten years ago, there 
was now only room ‘for an ordinary 
steamer and a small ship, and even 
then they swung within 150’ feet of the 

Hongkew and Hunt's Wharves, Mr. 

Lang, of Messrs, Butterfield & Swire, had 

placed in his hands a memorandum in 

which he said that the Company for which 
his firm are agents lost Tis. 17,100 since 

January 1871, in lighterage and demurr 

and that did’ not allow anything for 
Joss of freight they had been compelled to 
shiut out from not being able to load their 
vessels down to their proper draught. 
Tho direct and indirect Joss sus- 
tained by his own Company, the P. & 
0., had ‘been Tis, 22,000 since Septem- 
ber 1871; and perhaps Mr. Henn 
could tell them what the Messageri 
ritimes had suffered. 

Mr. Hennequix—In one year Tis 
93,400, 

‘Mr. Banwes trusted that the Chamber 
would take up the matter energetically. 
‘The argument as to whether the Bar was or 
was not silting up was of no moment ; the 
necessities of the trade, and the state 
of the river generally, ‘demanded atten- 
tion ; and if something was not done to the 
Bar, he was certain that in five years large 
steamers would be unable to come to the 
Port, because, even when they did get 
‘across, they would not be uble to swing in 
theRiver. Hewas of opinion, however, that 
if they deepened and widened the entrance at 
the Bar, they would admit a greater body 
of water and get agreater scour. The longer 
the delay the greater the mischief, and the 
more difficult and expensive would dred- 
ging become. There could be no doubt 
that dredging would. do what was 
required ; Calcutta, Manilla and other 
places had dredgers for things of the same 
Kind, they knew what was done by dredgers 
at Home, and he thought they ought to 
urge in every way they could their imme- 
diate employment on this river, (Ap- 
plause.) 

‘Mr. Feanon seconded the resolution, 
which was carried unanimously. 
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Mr. Banwes said that to give some 
idea of the opinions of practical men and 
men of experience on the river, he would 
just read part of a report from a gentle- 
man whose authority was most reliable, 
and who had been in command on tl 
river for the last 12 years, ‘This report 
was one of 30 or 40 which he had collected 
from the Captains and Pilots on the 
river, some 25 of whom more or less con- 
firmed the views he was about to read. 
‘These reports would be condensed and a 
general precis formed, when the whole 
would be placed in the hands of the Treaty 
Consuls, for publication if they deemed fit. 
The authorities, which for the present he 
withheld, would then bo made public; and 
he only read this now as a specimen of 
what the reports were, and in order that the 
Chamber might see ‘how much they were 
indebted to the Captains and Pilots who 
had filled up the printed forms handed to 
them. Mz. Barnes then read the fol- 
lowing :— 

For two years I never heard of less than 12 
feet water on the Woosung Bar at dead low 
apring tides, infact they had no sigual to show 
Jess than 12 feet till 2 years ago. 

In my opinion the fact of the Bar shoalis 
and shifting so little is a guarantee that a go 
dredger would easily deepen and keep it clear, 

The change in. the Bar is less thin at any 
other part of the river, but this last year it has 
Shoaled more quickly'thas at any dormer pe- 





Instead of the river deepening as it becomes 
narrover, i it Decoming shoaler in every park. 

‘The wreck of the Lismore has cau: 

South Bank to fill out very much, The outer 
Bar in ahoaling and narrowing steadily. The 
Deucalion grounded on outer Bar with marks 
‘on drawing 19 feet, 

I have never known river steamers to be 
detained at the Bar till within the last six 
months, ‘The Bar has been steadily shoaling 
for several years, and for the last few months 
has silted up 2 feet more. ‘There is now only 
9 feet at low water. 

The Channel between the Bar and Middle 
Ground is both shoaler and narrower. 

‘The spit from upper end of Middle Ground 
is extending daily, so much so that when a 
tummbor of junks are anchored off the Creek, 
it is hardly possible to get past them. 

‘The Channel here (vicinity of Harbour- 
master’s bulk to Lindsay's godown) has nar. 
rowed 1,000 feet within the last 6 years, and 
is also shoaling. there was nothing 




















Wher 
Jess than 24 to 26 feet six years ago, there is 
only now 21 feet at low water. 

Just below Pootung Point tho land has 
made out in the last six years, I should say 
1,000 feet, it must be nearly dry at low water 
where the P. & 0. buoy used to be. 


At Howard's wharf there was nothing less 
than 14 to 15 feet low water, it now dries 
over 100 feet out. 

‘The navigable Channel of the river is shoal- 
ing and narrowing every day ; from point to 
point at Pootung Point it is’ only 700 feet 
wide, from 13 to 15 feet at low water, and nar- 
rowing every day. 

On the Pootung shore above the Point one 
ean almost sée the land growing, What is 
now land and out of water at high water, at the 
Pootung Foundry, had a depth of 15 feet at 
low water, in'66.’ ‘The wharf was again car- 
ried out 50 fect with screw piles, giving 14 
feet at low water, there is now only 3 fect 
ontside of that, and 5 feet 30 feet oif at low 
water. 

300 feet from Messrs. Butterfield & Swire’s 
buoy on Pootung shore there is only 18 feet at 
low water, and 16 months ago there was 21 
fect, in fact it is shoaling so rapidly that the 
moorings ere long will be useless, and they 
cannot ‘well be shifted in towards Hongkew, 
as when a steamer say of 330 feet is lying 
aeross the stream and in towards Hongkew, 
with ships at the Wharf, there is now barely 
room for a river steamer to pass. In 1863, 
where there is now land out of water on fall 
tide at Messrs. Russell & Co.’s lower godowns, 
there was nothing less than 15 feet at low 
water. 

















is not shoaling very much 
off the Bund till above the Yang-king-pang 
Greek. Above the Creek it is not only. shoal- 
ing close to the shore, but well out into the 
Fiver.

to work with him. 
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Co.’s Lower Wharf there is barely 13 feet at 
Tow water. 

Jn 1805, abreast of Hongkew Wharf, 8 tiers 
of ships were moored, with a good wide chan- 
nel outside of them, then 2 tiers of small ships 
on the Pootung shore, making 5 tiers of ships 
and a channel, Whereas now, with a large 
steamer at a buoy and a small vessel in a line 
with her, both lying across, there is barely 
room for a river steamer to pass, Tt is becom- 
ing more difficult every day to take a steamer 
rough the harbour, much moreso than when 
ve had 200 ships in port, Such is my expe- 


rience.

Mr. Henxequiy quite agreed with Mr. 
Barnes? remarks about the Bar, He him: 
self had to proposo— 

‘That the Committeo be authorised to do- 
fray the expenses incurred in the survey of 
the Bar, amounting to $376.82. 

At the same time he wished to say that 
he thought they had to take another point 
of view as to the Bar, not only as to wher 
ther it was silting up, but as to dredging 

















it, which he thought could certainly 
be done, while all that had been 
said confirmed the necessity for losing 
no time in setting about the operation. 








He had written on the subject to. the 
French Minister at Peking, who had seen 
Mr. Hart, from whom he had received 

n answer exactly similar to that given to 
‘Mr. Johnson and the others who had re- 

resented the matter when Mr. Hart was 
in Shanghai, Mr. Hart said he had no 
funds at his disposal for the purpose, but 
would urge the matter on the Chinese 
Government when he had the necessary in- 
formation, and endeavour to obtain a grant, 
‘The French Minister had suggested there- 
fore that the Chamber of Commerce should 
appoint an engineer to report on the matter, 
and when that was done, he believed Mr. 
Hart would have no objection to carry: 
ing out tle work. But he (Mr, Hen- 
nequin) thought that was only another 
means for giving Mr. Hart time; and 
besides, if the Chamber were to appoint 
aman, Mr, Hart ought also to appoint one 
If the necessity and 
feasibility of the work were then demon- 
strated, no loss of. time should el 
after the survey was made, The Chi 
Government, he understood, would advance 
‘Tis. 100,000, but Mr, Hart wanted proof 
that this would be sufficient, and that it 
would not only let ships in and out, but 
keep the River clear hereafter at a 
moderate expense. 

Tho Owarnasan said he had hardly had 
time to look through the paper, but there 
was an estimate of the expense furnished 
by a Mr. Hamill, who had been associated 
with the officers engaged in the survey, 

‘According to survey of November Ist 1873, 
1 find by actual measurement that to secure 8 
channel three hundred feet wide and eighteen 
fect deep at low water, will require a cut five 
thousand one hundred and 8 tht foot in 
length, ‘The quantity of mud in place is four 
huundred and seventy-nine thousand six lune 
dred cubic yards. In removal, the increase in 
bulk is forty per cont, making the quantity 
removed six hundred and seventy  thoueand 
cubic yards, equal to one million and five 
thousand tons. With the dredging machino 
known as Osgood’s Patent, and scow boats fur- 
nished me, Iwill agree to make the proposed 
channel three hundred feet wide and eighteen 
feet deep at extreme low water, and deposit 
the mud removed, outside and below the 
mouth of the Wongpoo River, for the sum of 
sixteen Mexican cents per cubic yard removed, 
making a total sum of one hundred and seven 
thousand two hundred Mexican dollars, or I 
will dig and deposit the mud into the scows’ 
alongside for ten Mexican cents per cubic 
yard removed, making sixty-seven thousand.

‘That was an estimate from an agent for 
the supply of dredging machines, and 
of course subject to correction by ‘other 
estimates, but it was at least one practical 
opinion as to what the cost of dreduing 
might be. The time to cut away the 
dar he believed would be about 18 months, 
but a depth of channel sufficient to 
be available for vessels ordinarily coming 
here could be made in four moutlis, From 
what was known of Mr. Hart’s idea on the 
matter, he thought he expected to get too 
much out of a dredging machine; he wanted 

—one that would not only steam along the 
coast but do a variety of things which 
dredging machines usually were not cal- 
culated to do, He (the Chairman) under 
stood that the one Mr. Hart thought of or- 
dering was one that would be a scow in it- 
self, and thus carry off the mud after cut- 
ting and raising it, but it would be better 
ethaps if they could get an ordinary 
iredger for local purposes. 

‘Mr. Rerp thought the charge of 16 cents 
yr cubie yard fur removing the mud ver 
high, and that it need not be incurred, 
‘The mud might be utilised, by being dis- 
charged on Woosung Point, Gough Island 

or the banks of the River, 

Mr. Barnes had been given to under- 
stand by the Harbourmaster, Mr. Viguier, 
‘that there was money to be out of 
it, Mr. Viguier was a yentleman in a posi- 
tion to give the Chamber much informa- 
tio on the subject under discussion, and 
Ue thonghit should be applied to, 

_Mr. Ponpox seconded Mr. Hesxequis's 
résolution, which was then passed unani- 
mously. 

‘Mr, Marruanp supposed that every one 
had come to the conclusion that the 
Bar ought to be dredged, and the very 
careful and well-studied report from Mr. 
Barnes, confirmed it still more. He had 
therefore pleasure in proposing— 

‘That the meeting commends the Bar ques- 
tion to the special attention of the Committee 
for the year. 

‘Mr. Lirrie begged to second. In con- 
nection with dredging the Bar, he might 
ask whether it had occurred to the Cham- 
ber to remark the injury done by the driv- 
ing of piles in the river. In the lucid report 
which had been read to them by Mr. 
Barnes, it was shown that the river was 
narrowing very much; and he thought 
the Chamber should ‘use its infl 
with the Consuls, to prevent more pil 
and wharves being laid down. 

‘The Cuarnatan said the Committee of the 
Chamber, in a letter written to the Con- 
sul, had’ specially alluded to that, and it 
was also to the same end that he had been 
advocating the formation of a Board of 
Barbour,Conservation, But it was hardly 
fair to prevent one man driving piles when 
his neighbour above him had done so, and 
thus it became necessary to establish a 
uniform system, to be carried out under the 
supervision of a Board which could 
form general rules by which proprietors 
would be guided, 

‘The resolution was then passed unani- 
mously. 

‘Mr, Lavens then drow attention to the 

jnestion of the adulteration of piece good: 
‘There was no doubt mildewed and weighte 
goods affected the trade very materially, 
and with the permission of the meeting he 
would read a letter which, on behalf of hi 
firm, he had addressed to the Chamber on 
the subject. It was as follows :-—

“ Shirtings.—A similar fraud is practised on 
‘these Goods. “Cloths weighing 74-Ibs. being 
‘ weighted to the extent of 3-lbs., iu order ts 
1! them as 10}-Ibs. ‘There are large quan- 
tities of these in course of preparation for 
“Foreign markets.” 

‘The above extracts we think throw very 
much light on the subject. 

Sample pieces of the Goods referred to are 
in the Glenlyon (s.) now overdue, and we shall 
be pleased to show them to any member of 
the Chamber. 

We would suggest that in order to check 
the importation of such Cloths, merchants 
might endeavour to establish a system of sell- 
ing Plain Cotton Goods from washed musters,

Mr. Reto would like to add a few words 
in confirmation of what Mr. Lavers had 30 
well expressed about mildew in Cotton 
goods. His own experience during the 
Past year had been that instead of the 
evil diminishing, as was hoped from the 
remarks made at last meeting, and from 
the urgent representations made to the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce, it had 
greatly increased. Of the plain ‘cottons 
which had come out to his firm, inchudin, 
Shittings, T-Cloths, Drills, Sheetings, an 
Jeans, all had been found more or less 
mildewed. ‘The matter had become so 
very serious that he thought every mer- 
chant must find that the trade did not pay, 
not oiily for the loss of money, but for the 
loss of time and the annoyance which the 
merchant was exposed to from such a state 
of things, He might repeat what he sai 
last year, that the only means to remedy 
the evil ‘that he could see, would be to 
Jet the manufacturers ship their goods to 
the foreign market themselves. (Applause 
and laughter.) 

Mr. Maceax.—Without any special 
consignees ?—(Laughter. ) 

‘Mr. Rexp.—Well, I have no objection 
to the consignment, 

‘The Cxarmwran said they were indebted 
to Mr. Lavers and Mr. Reid for their 
remarks, for the evil was one of great im- 
portance and he feared of general practice. 
But it must be pointed out that however 
much that practice might be fraud so far 
as the consumer was concerned, yet the 
Manchester manufacturer in reply to any’| 
representations would justly say that agents 
bought from him on inuster aud asked for 
cheap cloth ; the agents in London did the 
same, and ‘the merchants out here asked 
the Chinese to buy from muster, so that 
in fact they all who received these goods 
more or less loaded, and sold them, became 
participes crimixis, ’ But attention was well 
drawn to the subject, and if a check 
could not be put on it in any other way, the 
remedy would certainly follow in a declin- 
ing trade, which would teach that honesty 
ia the best policy, and that in the long run 
those who dealt only in sound cloths would 
find the greatest advantage.

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Mr. Ponvow asked if the Chamber might 
not think it desirable to address the Treaty 
Consuls as to the building ont of wharves 
on the French bund. “It was a courss 
which must materially injure the English 
side, narrow the river and make the bund 
frontage grow out even more than it now 
did. ‘The whole community was interested 
in the matter, for there was no doubt it 
would injure the entire river frontage. 

Mr. Feanon said his impression was that 
the matter was one outside the province of 
the Chamber, and which woukl como 
rather within’ the provinee of the Muni- 
cipal Council. 

‘Mr, Poxpow said the samo idea struck 
him, but he thought it was well to mention 
the subject here, 

‘The Cuarmaaw said the Chamber did

action on it as they might deem right and 
expedient, 

Mr. Puroow did not see that there was 
any greater delicacy attaching to the 
question than to that of the “Woosung

‘The Cuarnaaw repeated what he had 
already said, aud remarked that the Cham- 
ber could take no action on an ex parte 
representation at this meeting. 

Mr. Macczan did not think that the 
Chamber could raise the question or i 
terfere at all. People had already built 
wharves, and if they were going to restrict 
those who desired to do so, they would be 
creating a monopoly, He understood that 
inthe title deeds of the French Settle- 
ment—(several members—No! No! and 
laughter.)

The following is the Report of the late 
Survey of the Woosung Bar aud River Ap- 
proaches, 

Cuantes E. Hit, Esq, 

Sim,—In relation to the survey of the Woo- 
sung Bar, Lhave the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report. 

The survey was made by Master Rushen- 
burgher and Ensign Seabury of the U. 8. 8. 
















Froquois, and myself. It was commenced on 
Oct. 28r«1 and finished on Nov. 7th. 
‘The first base line (red line A to C on the 





tracing) was established on the North West 
side of Gough Island. Its length, 2000 feet, 
was measured by a tape line and its direction 
ascertained by an azimuth compass, From 
this position the survey was conducted down 
the channel to * Station 8” on the right bauk 
of the river, when a second base line (red 
line 8 to 10) was measured, and verified by 
angles and compass. From the second base 
ine the survey was carried down the ship 
channel to station 17, and from thence across 
the river to third base line, (red line 1° to 3') 
which was also measured, ‘and verified by 
angles and compass. From 3rd Base line the 
survey was carried up the junk channel, back 
to station A of Ist base line and from thence 
up the river to limit of survey, 

‘The instruments used in taking the angles 

tants, and the angles were taken 
several stations, always Ly two, 
generally by three observer 

‘The lines of soundings, taken mostly at low 
water, from station to station were run in 
astean launch, running at a regular speed ; 
soundings taken at half minute interrale. by 
watch ; in deep water ahand lead and line 
was used, in shallow water a bamboo. All 
soundings were taken by myself. 

In the space enclosed by a faint red line on 
the traciny, the positions of the sound 
were verified by two angles, taken simul- 
taneously from two different stations on the 




















ore. 

On the bar a bamboo 20 fect in length was 
used in sounding, s0 as to feel the bottom, and 
you willnotice onthe tracing a small H wher- 
ever hard bottom was found, 
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The soundings were all reduced to the low- 
est water of spring tides, Nov. Ist 1873. ‘The 
Jow water line on the banks of the river was 
measured by ordinates from the several sta- 
tions, and the intervening spaces sketched in, 
‘The ‘high water shore line was sketched in 
from station to station. 

For the following information I am in- 
debted to Mr. Carlson, Bar Master at Woosung. 

at its lowest level from March to 
May. It is then a ridge of hard mud, e 
ing in aN. W. by N. and S. E. by 8. diree- 
tion, and from 300 to 500 feet across in an 
E, by 8. and W. by N. line. About the mid- 
le of May it commences to silt up. By the 
15th’ of June the deposit amounts to 1 foot. 
By the 15th of July to 2 feet. By the middle 
of August the silting up amounts to from 2 
feet 6 inches to 3 fest. As the Bar silts up, 
it also extends in an Easterly direction for 
adistance of about 1,200 fect, 90 that at its 
highest level, it forms a flat of about 1,500 
feot in length, 

‘After the month of August it commences to 
scour out. ‘The scour is exactly the reverse of 
the silting up, beginning at the upper orEastern 
end, and gradually cutting alway, leaving a 
hhard ridge at the lower end. About the ist 
of October this ridge commences to cut away. 
By the middle of November it has cut away 
1 foot. By the middle of January 2 feet, 
by the middle of March ‘3 fect, and the 
bar is again at its lowest level, During 
last Septeinber and October an extra ridge 0 
hard mud formed at the lower edge of the 
bar, causing an extra shoaling of the water 
to the amount of 1 foot 6 inches. On the 
2lst of October the steamer Yangtse, drawing 
15 fect of water, grounded on this ridge, 
water on the bar at the time being 14 feet, 
Tinches, ‘The steamer was ashore for G hours 
30 minutes, and she came off when the tide 
pole only shewed 12 feet 10 inches of water 
‘on bar. " Daring the time she was ashore, she 
worked her engines considerably. After she 
came off, the Bar Master sounded on the 
spot where abe had grounded, and found that 
she had broken away the extra ridge for a 
distance of about 70 feet in length and 18 
inches in depth. 

«By the Ist of November the whole ridge 
had washed away. ‘To shew that this ridge 
actually existed at the time of the Yangtsze's 
grounding, the Bar Master states that on_ the 

7th of October, 4 days before, the bark 
Zorab grounded in mid-chamnel, drawing 
16 feet 8 inches, actual water on the bar at 
the time being 16 fect 6 inches.” 

Ast the lowest level of the Bar there is 
but 11 feet of water at low water Spring 
tides, and as the silt amounts to 3 feet, it 
would reduce the depth of water on bar at its 
highest level to 8 feet. But as there has 
never been known to be less than 9 feet 6 inch, 
water on the Bar, the difference is accounted 
for by the difference in level of the Wong-poo 
River. This differonce in level of the Wong- 

00, amounts to } foot 6 inches, being highest 

in Summer and lowest in Wis 

‘The silt or deposit upon th 
from the Yangtsze River. Du 
of May, June, July and Angnst there is an 
immense amount of sediment brought down by 
the Yangtsze. ‘This sediment is met by the 
flood tide outside Woosung, apd backed into 
the Wongpoo River, and a good portion of it 
deposited on the Bar. I arrive at this conelu- 
sion from two facts; Ist. ‘The deposit upon 
the Bar when examined is found to be the 
game as the sediment bronght down by the 
‘Yangtsze. 2nd. In the water of the Wongpoo 
there is but very little sediment in comparison 
with the water of the Yangtsze, 

‘the flood tide comes in at Woosung and, 
striking against the left bank of the river be: 
Jow the Freuch godowns, is thrown back in an 
easterly direction, and for the first hour of the 
tide runs straight across the Bar. By this 
time the banks are covered and it alters its 
cour for the rest of the flood, its direo- 
tion is up junk channel. 

"Phe flood tide ruus for 4b. 30m, and its 
strength is five kuots. During the second 
hour of the flood, there is aback current formed 
fon the right bank of the river extending 
from above the Bar Creek out past Pheasant 
Point, and reaching ont into the. river almost 
to the bar. On the bar during the last half of 
the flood ‘it is comparatively slack water. 
During these 2 hours is the time that the de- 
posit takes place. By the time the tide has 
turned ebb, the water has fallen 4 feet. ‘The 
ebb runs down the river through the two 










































































































channels with about an equal velocity of 
2k to 3 miles an hour, until the last hour 
and a half of the ebb,’ when its velocity is 
increased to 5 miles an’ hour, and during this 
time it scours out the bar.’ (The above re- 
marks regarding tides apply only to spring tides) 
As regards the dredging of the Bar, so as to 
have a greater depth of water, the idea is 
perfectly practicable and feasible. 1 do. not 
entertain any idea of closing one of the Chan- 
nels. The dredging must be done on the Bar 
proper, As to the timeand way it should be 
, I advance no opinion.

—Police Sergeant Charles Parker, 
who was temporarily placed at the disposal 
of the Hankow Municipality for a period 
of nine months, has resumed his duties in 
Shanghai. ‘The Secretary to the Hankow 
Council writes that Sergeant Parker gave 
every satisfaction whilst in their service. 

Pay of Sergeants.—The following letter 
has been received from the Sergeants in 
the Police Force, 
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Shanghai, 18th October, 1873. 


To'the Chairman of the Municipal Councit 

of Shanghai. 

Sm, —We, the undersigned Sergeants of your 
Municipal Police, bog, most respecially to 
transmit to you through our Superintendent, 
‘a request which the reported deficiency of the 
‘Municipal Funds has led us to postpone for 
‘many months, but for which we now earnestly 
solicit the kind consideration of the Council 
over which you preside, 

Our periods of service in the Force range 
from nearly eight years to about two years, 
yet the highest pay that any of us receives is 
only Tis. 55 per month, with quarters, while 
those of us who have been Sergeants for less 
han fro, years ae paid only ‘ls, 30 per 
“whonth.” ‘We respectlully submit. that chis 
keale of pay is insufficient, whether it be 
judged by the qualifications required of us, 
dr by the rate of pay received by men in other 
services, whose position may be regarded as 
somewhat analogous to ours, 

If the Members of Council will be kind 
enough to read that section of the “Rules 
and. Re is of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police Force” which relates to Sergeants, we 
think they will agree that the qualifications 
necessary to enable us to perform the duties 
there assigned us are such as should entitle 
those possessed of them to liberal remunera- 
tion. They are certainly” higher. than those 
called for by any except few of the higher 
posts in the ouf-door department of the Im- 

erial . Maritime Customs—the service in 
Bfanglii that seems most analogous to ours, 
and yet the pay in that service is considerably 
higher than that received by us. For exam- 
ploy the rd class Tewaiter gets 60 Haiguan 
is per month, equal to about 68 Shanghai 
taels ; the Ist class has H. tacls 70, equal to 
about Sh. taels 80; while an Examiner, whose 
position is, perhaps, as like ours as the nature 
of the two services ‘will permit, receives from 
E. taels 80 to 90, or say about Shanghai taels 
100 per month. ‘Again, if our pay is compared 
with that of Qnd and 3rd Engineers, the 
officers of steamboats, &c., whose qualifications 
and. responsibilities ‘are ‘certainly not greater 
than ours, we think that here also the com- 
parison will be found unfavourable to us, es- 
pecially when it is kept in view that in all the 
‘cases alluded to, the chances of promotion are 
more frequent and greater than in the Police, 

We venture further to suggest that, if 
rogard be had tu the period of probation and 
Aiscipline through Which we have to pass, 
and to the heavier responsibilities Iaid upon 
tus, our pay is not so high as it should be, 
compared with that received by the Consta- 
bles. We would also point out’ that though 
the duties ‘and anxieties of the Sergeant have 
been greatly increased since the bulk of the 
Force came to be drawn from the Chinese, 
his pay remains the same as it was before that 
change. 

‘We hope we shall not be deemed guilty of 
any impropriety if we add, finally, that if 
men are to be expected to remain in the Force 
80 as to give the Municipality the benefit of 
lengthened training and experience, they 
must be provided with the means of establish- 
ing for themselves a home, to which every 
man naturally looks forward, and our present 
rate of pay is inadequate to secure this with 
any degree of comfort. 

We therefore, beg, Sir, most respectfully, 
that you will submit to the Council this our 
application for euch an inereas of pay as the 
Council, after an investigation. of the poin 
to which we have alluded and of others that 
they may deem relevant, may see fit to grant 
us, and we subscribe ourselves,

We undertake only, in point of fact, to grant 
the public a roadway, and such facilities as the 
wharf may be able to afford without inconve- 
nionce to its business, for landing from and 
going afloat in sampans, 

We reserve to ourselves the right to close 
the Roadway at any time on payment to the 
Council of the expense of its construction.

VisIT OF H. Ms. “cuanEWw” To THE 
LEW CHEW ISLANDS. 


H. M. S. Curlew, Commander Chureh, 
having on board Mr. Brenan of H. M.S. 
Consulate, left Shanghai nt daylight on the 
8th instant, for the purpose of presenting 
to the King of the Lew Chew Islands the 
gold watch and chain which H. M. Govern- 
ment had sent out asa mark of gratitude 
for the kind treatment extended to the 
surviving crew of the Benares, ‘The Curlew 
anchored in the harbour of Naphakiang on 
the afternoon of the lth, after safely 
winding her way through the coral reefs 
which make this neighbourhood so dan- 
gerous. ‘The beach was soon lined with 
natives, while a few canoes came out to re- 
connoitre, and-before long a boat came off 
with a supply of livestock and vegetables 
which was tendered as a peace offering, 
On landing, Naphakiang was found to be a 
clean and regularly built town, with broad 
even roads running through ‘it; and the 
inhabitants, who greatly resemble Japanese 
both in dress and manner, at once began 
to show their foreign visitors much atten- 
tion and civility. Jn an inner harbour 
were seen a few Japanese junks apparently 

‘id up and a number of canoes, but no 
ns of activity there or elsewhere showed 
jemselves. As in Japanese towns, there 
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were several public tea-houses, where the ; 
foreign party was invited to sit down and! 
take tea, but until a Japanese official was | 
unearthed there was some difficulty in ex- 
pressing more than could be conveyed by 
Signs. Inquiry shewed that the principal 
town, where the King lives, was about three 
miles off, 50 in order that due notice of 
the friendly mission might be given, the 
visit to the capital was postponed to the 
next day. 

‘At the appointed hour a party of 
six landed, arrayed in all the splendour 
which gold’ and silver can bestow, and a 
procession of no mean appearance was 
made, Kanghos and ponies of very small 
size had been provided, so that, some 
mounted and sonie seated, the party made 
its way to Shoodi the capital, A paved 
road leads the whole way running up and 
down hill regardless of the angle of inclina- 
tion, and lined on both sides by thick 
hedges of cactus, orange trees and box, 
‘After a painfully hot tramp, for saddles 
and Kanghos both proved unendurable, 
the procession reached the outer gate of 
the main street of Shoodi, it’must be con- 
fessed a little the worse for the exertion, 
Passing along a broad smooth asphalt road, 
the gate of the palaco was reached, and a 
ser.es of stone steps brought the party to 
the Audience Hall, ‘There it was met by a| 
collection of officials, from amongst whom 
emerged a dignified looking old 
who announced himself as the King’s unclo 
and Prime Minister of the islands, Hii 
Majesty unfortunately had been ill for 
some days and had to forego the plea- 
sure of receiving his visitors in person ;

ENGLISH GRAVES IN NORTH CHINA. 

To the Editor of the 

Saray Weexty Mart. 

Yokohama, 23rd October, 1873. 

Daring a recent visit to the North of 
was mich shocked at the state of the 
English graves, near Tientsin and Taku, of 
my countrymen who were killed or died dur- 
ing the China campaign of 1860 and the 

yuent occupation. ‘These graves present 
alamentable contrast to those of the French, 
who, I believe, stipulated with the Chinese 
Government, when they evacuated the North, 
that, their cemetery should be kept in due 
repair, and this they take care to see properly 















carried out. ‘The English cemetery, on the 
contrary, is funder water for the greater 
portion of the year, the wall has been carried 
away by gradual 'depredations, the tomb- 


stones, of which there are only a few yet 
standing, are in a great measure washed away, 
and ina few years there promises to be 
nothing left to mark the spot where lie the 
falent ‘men who fell in the war. With a very 
ittle expense this cemetery could be raised to 
the same level as the for ic 
would thus be secured 
inundations which bi me 1. 
Hardly a vestige remains of the first Taku 
cemetery, and the second, near the South fort, 
has only’ been rescued from similar oblitera- 
tion by the liberality of a few Taku pilots of 
different uationalities who, to their honour, 
have voluntarily walled the cemetery in, re- 
paired the monuments, and endeavoured as 
far as they could to restore their fading in- 
scriptions. 

low is it that we English seem so careless 
about this matter? Mr, Wade, our present 
Minister at Pekin, was formerly an officer in 
the Army, and might be expected to bestow 
some thought on the wes of his brother 
toldiers.

‘That at the time the steamer struck she was 
from 2} to 4 miles from the land. ‘That within 
20 minutes after the vessel struck her entire 
stern was under water, and that the rapidity 
with which she filled and the r of her 
immediately sliding off the reef prevented the 
saving of property of any considerable value 
‘That the reef upon which she struck is not 
laid down in the Marine charts. ‘That from 
the time the steamer struck, and until all the 
passengers and crew were safely landed, 
excellent discipline was maintained. 

‘And the Court is therefore of opinion. ‘That 
in view of the fact, that the same, ornearly the 
‘same course had been taken before; not only 
by the Ariel, but by the other vessels, aud in
